In tKe ishate. 

Washlnirtoh', Feb. 20.— The ponate 
met behind closed doors. The Pan- 
ama canal treaty was immediately 
laid before the senate. Staatoir Mor- 
gan yielded tbe floor to Senator Bur- 
ton (Rep.), an advocate of the omnl> 
bus Rtatcliood bill. He apoke espe- 
cially of tbe importance of the passage 
of that measure, only indirectly refer- 
ring to the treaty. His contention was 
that white the canal treaty miglit be SL 
meritorious moasurp, the sfatt^hnnd 
bill was oquall.v so, and tluit it should 
be voted upon. 

Senator Quay made complaint of tbe 
publioatlon oonoemlnt the ftepnblldaa 
caucus, and Senator Hoar said that 
the caucus discuaaions were not for 
the uewspapcrB. Senator Uur'on re- 
ferred only briefly to the caiicu.s, and 
then made aif firgument of an hour 
and a balfs duration In support of tbe 
adiniasion M the throe proposed 
states. Mr. Dubois (Idaho) followed 
wtih a spwwh In criticism of (lie treaty 
and of what he characterized aa tbe 
!«!mmary action of tbe Republican oau* 
cun. He eompiatned tfiat tM eaneua 
had tried to fi)ic> a vol" npon the seij- 
ato on a nuaHure that had not beefl 
ro'isidcreii at all. and said this could 
not he done. 

Senator Quay rose to a question (A 
personal prlvlleRe. Ho sent to the desK 
and had read an article from a New 
Yoi'k p:-i[)t'r accu.sinu of vioIatiuK 

a pledge which the paper at.ited lie had 
made In the RepuUllcan caucus to sup- 
port the treaty to tbe exclusion ot 
every other subject. He saM such was 
not the cas". Imt that on the contrary 
he I'ud protested to the last In tjjp 
caucus of any action looking to tha 
displaci'ment of tlie statehood bill. 

Cortelycu Attended. 
Washington, Feb. 20. — Secretary 
Cortelyou attended his first cabinet 
meeting ss. the head of the new de- 
partment of commerce and Inh ir. He 
wa.s given a cordial welcome. Inclucl 
ing Secretary Cortelypu, six of the nine 
inembers of the cabinet are lawyers, 

Sie other lawyers being Secretaries 
ay. Root. Shaw, Moody and Attorney 
dcneral Knox. At the meeting ther^ 
was no dii-ciissitin of the deit.l.-^ of tlie 
new department. The new . secretary 
reported that It was In "a Hourlsbtnt 
condition, but a trifl.e cramped I'Of 
quarters." In a day or two Secretary 
Corcllyou will coniniunicate with CPU- 
gr^aa his rt'coniinondationa as to the 
naw department.

Washington, Feb. 20.— At the open- 
ing of the session tbe speaker laid be- 
fore the bouae tbe Iqyltiitlon of tbe St.

IMPROVEMENT OF THE OHIO 
RIVER. 

It n anrpriBinir that tb* ItoprawnU- 
tlte of any CnnKreeaioDal d<*trfet border- 
illK on the Ohio river ehonlil he found 
tbrowiDK any impadiment in the way of 
th« propoMd fmproTtoiMt of thia ma^- 
niflcent waterway. General Shattac rep- 
reaenta one of the Cincinnati dlatricta in 
the Hoaa* at WaahinKton City. The 
Queen City is as vitally interested in the 
improvament of the Ohio aa any city be- 
iww a PltM>WR and Cairo, yet General 
Shattoc cama oat in an intanriew a few 
days ago throwing a damper on the pro- 
ject, and discooraginK tho8e who are en- 
faged in tha moTament to aacare a nine- 
foot atage from tha aoane to tha month 
of the stream. He advises the people to 
look at the mattar "in a reaaonable, and 
■01 bjnIwiMt, mMUMr," and aaya it will 
bo impOMrible to secure the desired ap- 
propriation, unleaa appropriations are 
mada for tha improTamaot of all the 
other rivers and harbors in the United 
btateH. If there has been any more 
"hysterical" talk on the subject than 
Qaneral Shattuc's, we hava failad to see 
it. Ha knows, or ought to know, there I 
is not another river in the Unitod States 
that can preaent aoeh daima for improva* I 
mant aa tha Ohio. General Sbatttie 
should do aa he advises others to do— ' 
consider the qaeation "in a reaaonable, 
and not byaterieal manaar." 

If the General will only give the sub- 
ject a little inveatigation, he will find 
that tha territory bordoflBg oa tho Ohio, 
and interested to a greater or less extent 
in the improvement of the river, embra- 
oaa the center of tha population of the 
ooontry: it ambraoaa tha cantor of the 
maaafactoriog interaata ; it ambracee the 
oantar of the agricnltoral interests; it 
ooataiaa mora Uum on^foarth of the en- 
tire popnlatioa of tlio ooanty ; it produces 
over 20 per cent of the live stock of the 
United Statee, aboat 86 per cent, of the 
agricoltaral prodoeta, nearly the entire 
output of coal, nearly 7') per cent, of the 
tobacco^ aboat 75 per cent, of the eggs 
and poultry, and 75 per oaot. of all the 
manufactured products. 

In its preeent unimproved condition 
the Ohio is unsurpaaaed by any other 
atream of similar length as a meana of 
tranaportation. It far outranka even the 
Miaaiasippi and sorpaaaaa the great lakes 
in many reapaota. Aooording to the 
claTanth cencas, the tonnage of the rivers 
ot the entire Mieei^^t-ippi valley was 3,303,- 
879. Of thia tonnage the Ohio river 
alone oontribnted 2,440,881. The value 
of this tonnage was $lo,335,005 for the 
entire Mississippi valley, and of this 
total the Ohio eontriboted 16,967,513. 
The transportation system of which the 
Ohio is a part, embracing the Allegheny, 
Monongahela, Muskingam, Little Ka- 
nawha, Big Kanawha, Big Sandy, Ken- 
tucky, Green, Wabash, Cumberland and 
Tennessee, contributed 2,920,468 of the 
3,393.379 tonnage of the entire Miasis- 
aippi valley. The Ohio ayatem trans-, 
ported (i 503,143 of the 10,8 j8.894 pas- 
aengera for the Mississippi valley, and 
haadled 16,041,866 tons of the 29,405,046 
tons of frelKht. The Ohio alone trans- 
ported nearly 8,000,000 tons of freight 
and oT«r&;lto6,OdO of tbe paaaenffera. Of 
the 7,463 craft engaged in trannportation 
boaineaa in the Mississippi valley, 6,245 
were enifaged on the Ohio ayatem and of 
these 4,S«8 on the Ohio alone. 

The tonnage of the great lakes and St. 
Lawrence river, incloding Lake Cham- 
plain, was by the oenaoa of 1890 only 
926,355 compared with a tonnage of 2,- 
440,881 for the Ohio river alone, and 2, 
920,408 for the Ohio and tribatariaa. The 
freight moved on the lakea ayatem 
amounted to 53.424 432 tons, and the 
number of paaaengera tranaported was 
83S3.1S2, ooitapared with over 16/100,000 
tons of freight and ovor 6,800^000 pMien- 
gara on the Ohio. 

When othto atreama ean back up their 
claims for improvement by such statistics

this city Friday, Waahinffton 0. H. is 
promised a street railway system con- 
necting the widely separated diaUicta of 
the city and eerrinft the farther pnrpoae 
of forming a terminal for interarban lines 
whioh may come into this city, and also 
forecasts the early completion of the Ap- 
pleyard line from Oolnmbas to this dty. 

The deal was th« transfer of tiie fran- 
chise held by 8. W. Ciasna, Jamea Mc- 
lean, Captain B. A. Raaiaar aad J. W. 
Willis, all well-lkDown realdatflta of this 
city, to FranlL Brandon, of Lebanon, and 
Franii Johnson, of tbia dty, aa trastees 
for the Appleyard syndicate. The latter 
company pot np a bond of f Jo.OOO, guar 
anteeing that tba ayflam will be com 
pleted and have ean ranniog by the first 
of July next 

The Appleyard syndicate, of which 
Arthur £. Appleyard, of Boeton, ia the 
bead, ia rapidly progreadng with the 
construction of the line which it haa pro- 
posed to build to this city. It is in con- 
nection with this line tbat the local 
street railway systorn will be opetated. 
The interarban road ijus been oompleted 
aa far aa Harrisborg aad baa oars run 
ning to tbat point, which is almost on 
the line between Franl^lin and Pickaway 
counties. The company has just com- 
pleted a bridge over Darby creek at that 
point, at a coat of 175,000, preparatory to 
extending the line along; the proposed 
route. The facts and the bonded guar- 
antee that can will be mnning here by 
July 1, point to an early completion of 
the line. Mr. Oissaa atataa tbat ba is 
aasnred of a apeedy and aatiafaetory onl- 
mination of these plans. 

When seen by the Record at his office 
at the Peoples' and DroTeia Bank Mr. 
Frank Johnson stated that the project is 
more far reaching than appears at first 
blush. While the local system is to be 
built and operated by the Appleyard 
yndioate it is not to be exclusively used 
by that company. The primary object 
of the local Une ia to forniah a terminal 
for tbe road at tbia point already in the 
process of establishment, and to any 
other interurban electric .railway that 
may ba promoted to tbia dty, eapeeially 
the road proposed to reach here by 
tbe route embracing Uillsboro, Sardinia, 
Georgetown, Ripley and Mayaville. 8acb 
line is being strongly agitated at all 
these points and if the movement proves 
uccessfol it would give a direct route 
from the Ohio river to tbia city throngh 
a territory greatly or entirely lacking in 
railroad and transportation facilities, and 
connecting with tbe Appleyard Une at 
tbia dtj would fiva a dliM Uaa fiom 



the Ohio river to Colnmhus, thus fur 
niabing a much needed outlet from tbe 
torritorj mentioned to Northern Ohio 
points. Such a line would be the only 
Ohio railway line touching the Ohio 
river at any point bOMMib fblttaiooth 
and Cincinnati. 

With the Springfield and Washington 
C. H. line and the Appleyard line already 
arranged to terminate in this city, and 
tbe strong probability of tbe construc- 
tion of thifl third line and also of tbe 
proposed line from Cincinnati, prooaoted 
by R. 0. Swing, wbicb baa gained dedded 
impetus in the past few weeks, both ter- 
minating or paasing through this city, it 
can ba readily aaen tbat the arrangement 
of flome system of terminals is impera- 
tive. The incoming of these lines, which 
seem to be the assured outgrowth of tbe 
electric line prospecting which has been 
rife in this section of tbe State for the 
tat several yeara, would maka this city 
a natural center of electric railway traflSc, 
aa it would be tbe connecting point of 
these four, and perhaps more, important 
linea, aiid tbe iudux of traffic would de- 
mand aaeomflMdatioo.
